Samuel L. Clemens (Mark Twain) 


tells in twelve pages of the Century 
Magazine for November how he made 
Als debut as a literary person and the 
atory might as well have been dated 
Honolulu.

The first high-class work done by 


Mark Twain, so he says, had its pub- 
lication in New York. "My article was 
about the burning of the clipper-ship 
Hornet-on the line, May 3,1866. There 
were .thirty-one men on board at the 
ttm«,dBna I was in Honolulu when the 
MtsjonOean and ghostly •survivors ar- 
rhnad ihere after a voyage of forty- 
three days in ah open boat, through 
the blazing tropics, on ten days* rations 
of food. A very remarkable trip; but 
it was conducted by a captain who was 
a remarkable man; otherwise there 
•would have been no-survivors. He was 
a New-Englander of the best sea-going 
stock of the old capable times—Captain 
Joslah MitchelL 
. 
"I had been, in the Islands several 


months when the survivors arrived. I 
-was' laid up in my room at the time, 
.and unable to walk. Here was a great 
•occasion to serve my journal, and I not 
able to take advantage of it 'Neces- 
sarily I was in deep trouble. But by 
good luck Ms Excellency Alison Burlin- 
Bame was there at tL-e time, on his way 
to take up his post in China, where he 
did such good work for the United 
States. He came and put me on a 
stretcher and. had me carried to the 
hospital where the shipwrecked men 
were, and I never needed to ask a 
•question. He attended! o all of that 
himself, and I had nothing to do but 
mate the notes, it. was like him to 
take that trouble. Ke was a great man 
and a. great American, and it was in 
his fine nature to come down from his 
Sigh office and do a friendly turn when- 
ever he could.

«ix in the evening. I took no dinner, 
Sot there' was ho ' time to spare if 
•would beat-the other correspondents. 


was undoubtedly an exaggeration; I 
think it was a nundred and fifty-one.

Residence on Kioau 
Street Destroyed 


Nothing at All Savad--The Insur- 


ance—Work of Fire Department. 


• ' Other Bu-ldlngB lii Danger, 


(From Holiday'« 


Hiram Kolomoku's home on Kinau 


street, between Pii'koi and KeaumQku, 
waa completely destroyed by fire at 
about 3:30 yesterday morning, together 
with all its furniture and personal 
effects. .-The outbreak was sudden and 


I spent four hours arranging the notes th« rapidity with which the fire spread 
in their proper order, then wrote all 
talent and beyond a; with this result: 
that I had a very 1 jag and detailed ac- 
count of the Hornet episode ready at 
Bins in the morning, while the corre- 
spondents of the Ban Francisco jour- 
nals had nothing but a brief outline re- 
port—for they didn't sit up. The now- 
and-then schooner was to sail for San 
Francisco about ulne ; when I reached 
Utedocfc she was fres forward and was 
just casting off her stern-line. My fat 
envelope was thrown by a strong hand, 
and fell on board ail right, and my vic- 
tory was a safe thing. All in due time 
the ship reached. San Francisco, but it 
was my complete report which made 
the stir, and was telegraphed to the 
New York papers, by Mr. Cash; he was 
in charge of the Pacific bureau of the 
Sew York Herald at the time. 


"When I returned to California by 


and by, I went up to Sacramento and 
presented a bill for general correspond- 
ence at |20 a week. It was paid. Then 
I presented a bill for -'special' service 
OB. the Hornet matter of three columns 
(A solid nonpareil at $100 a column. The 
cashier didn't faint, but he came rather 


it He sent for the proprietors, 


and they came and never uttered a pro- 
test. They only laughed in their jolly 
fashion, and said it wad robbery, but 
no matter; it was a grand 'scoop' (the 
MD or my Hornet rrport, I oidn't know 
which); 'pay it It's all right' 


"The Hornet survivors reached the 


Sandwich Islands the 15th of June. 
They were mere skinny skeletons; 
theiri ciothea hung limp about them 
and "fitted them no better than a flag 
fits tke.lSagstaff la a calm. But they 
were well nursed in the hospital; the 
people «f Honolulu kept them supplied 
with all the daintier they could need; 
they gathered strength fast, and were 
presently nearly as good as new. 
Within a fortnight the most of them 
took ship for San Francisco; that is, if 
my dates have not gone astray in my 
memory. I went tn the same ship, a 
jailing- vessel. Captain Mitchell of the 
Hornet was along; also the only pas- 
sengers the Hornet had carried. These 
were two young gentlemen from Stam- 
ford, Connecticut— brothers: Samuel 
Ferguson, aged 28. a graduate of Trin- 
ity College, Hartford, and Henry Fer- 
•gnson, aged 18, a student of the same 
college, and now at this present writing 
a professor there, a post which he b&a 
held for many years."

Hornet were lost. Captain Mitchell 
sailed 4,000 miles 'o Honolulu. It la re- 
lated how the Captain's boat, on land- 
ing in this group, was saved from 
wreck on the re«f by two natives: ]

ment. 
Efforts were in the meantime 


made, by tbe hastily aroused neighbors 
to check the flames but without suc- 
cess, for in an incredibly short space of 
time the building was alight from end 
to end. 


Engine No. 4 from 'he Plains-station 


was first upon tHe scene, and .was 
quickly got to work with a line of hose 
from Beretania street and did about 
forty-five minutes hard work. 


The building waa insured for $1700 


and its contents for another $300 with 
J> S. Walker's agency. It is a matter 
for much congratulation that but little 
wind was blowing at the time, or a 
serious conflagration might have re- 
sulted; as it was, one of the outhouses 
on the premises of H. E. Walty 
caught 
fire 
but 
the flames were 


drenched out before serious damage 
was done. 
The neighbors .were kept 


busy with garden hose and buckets, 
putting an end to the danger from 
sparks which lighted upon the dry 
shingle roofs of their domiciles. 


The Pake and Jap denizens of the 


lodging shacks in the rear of the des- 
troyed 
building, seemed to number 


hundreds and devoted most of their 
ttone <to yelling and collecting their per- 
sonal effects for & sudden removal. 


The cause of the fire, so far as can 


be learned, is unknown, but the fact 
of some paint having been stored under 
the house may have had something to 
do with it, is not in the outbreak, then 
most certainly in the rapid spread of 
the flames.

Columbia Captain domes 


Into a Fortune 


•H* Now Ha* »4OO,OOO-Brought 
• 
tit* Hoodoo.Ship to This Port. 


Was At way* a Calm Man. • 


" Captain Walter Milnor, who brought 
.the bard-lack steamer Colombia from 
Seattle to this port and who bad con- 
siderable trouble one way and another 
with his charge and the crew and cer- 
tain of the passengers, is the only per- 
jaon in any way-touching the vessel to 
escape the "hoodoo." 


Captain Minor a few weeks ago-fell 
into f 400,000 and is now one of the big 
jmen of the Sound country; He makes 
the fashions In Seattle and most of the 
.atorea of,the place remain closed till he 
•domes down in the nJoraing. 
It was brought oat in one of the nu- 
merous Columbia lawsuits here that 
-for many months prior to re-entering 
-the sailor business, Milnor was a wa- 
terfront reporter for one of the Seattle 
.papers at a very 'moderate salary. He 
was a bright chap with a remarkable 
-capacity for looking wise and; saying 
little. Somehow he managed to be- 
•come a power .with the Inspection 
Board that was passing on the sea- 
worthiness and engine-plants of ves- 
jsels of the numerous fleets entering the 
JKfondUte trade during the days of the 
.stampede to the gold fields of the 
frozen eldorado. Milnor turned this; 
.position to such benefit for himself that 
without any particular cjaim to such 
•distinction he was called to the com- 
mand of the magnificent steamship Ari- 


• zona, now the Hancock, one of the two 
finest transports afloat, anu at one 


• time a record-holder,on the Western 
•ocean. He had his Sag up on the Ari- 
zona Just about four' hours. It devel- 
oped that he was guilty of an astonish- 
ing error of judgment,but he scented a 
4>etter thing as master of the Colum- 
bia, which was advertised to become a 
great earner as a liner between, the 
Sound .cities and these Islands. It is 


• more than likely that the prospect was 
rather alluring. 'At any rate, Milnor 
ousted one of the Colgrove boys and 
became captain of the Columbia and 
Ihe big man afloat for the new com- 
pany, 


Milnor was in Honolulu for weeks 


And weeks. Once he started for Seat- 
tle from Hilo with the Columbia, but 
struck a blow and came back with a 
first-class yarn of the deep peril It 
•was noted of the man that nothing 
•could disturb him. Every hour on the 
.•Columbia or ashore in this country was 
•one of trouble and worry, but Milnor 
"was always dignified, self-contained 
and apparently wholly confident On 
one Irip between Hilo and this port 
some of the crew or passengers secured 
Ida photograph, painted a hangman's 
-noose'around the neck an'oTput the plc- 
-ture on the captain's door. Milnor 
smiled the same as he did when under 
the cross-fire of attorney questioning 
in the courts here for a couple of 
months. Nothing ruffled him. He can- 
not, possibly have a more dignified 
bearing as the possessor of $400,000 
than he had whm stranded on the 
fceach in Hawaii net.

The committee, disapproving of the 


•only brand new form of entertainment1 
.suggested to them (that of having tab- i 
leanz of the missionary 'fathers and 
.mothers at meetings), brought in a re- 
port proposing' that the society become 
-a purely memorial Institution, that the 
meetings be fewer, consisting of one 
regular meeting a year and a few 6th-' 
era, which should commemorate spe* 
<dflc historical, events connected with 
the Hawaiian Mission, that the usual i 
appropriations be no longer made an- 
nually, and that no>new members be 
admitted unless of missionary descent 
or connected, by marriage or descent 
wtth a member of the society. - 
The discussion developed a hearty 


approval of the committee's course in 
repudiating the idea of having tableaux 
of the missionary fathers at meetings,' 
the only tableau mentioned with favor 
•during the evening being that of a cer- 
tain missionary father on horseback 
with one son in front and one behind. 
The proposal to have fewer meetings a 
jrear than twelve was approved of gen- 
erally, but strong orpotition made to 
the rest of the report The aloha of 
she old members to the organisation, 
AS It was, appeared plainly. It was 
*atd among other things that there 
were no begrudging givers to the so- 
ciety, that th» meetings were as large 
as they could be If they continued to be 
held In private houses, and" that it was 
a unique society in the world, whose 
place could not be filled by any other. 


No final action was taken, but the 


committee report accepted without be- 
ing adopted, and a sew committee ap- 
pointed to suggest any constltsUonal 
changes thought proper to the next 
meeting.

APIA, Sept 30.—On the day the Aia- 


meda left news came down from Alei- 
pata that the High Chief Tuisila had 
killed a couple of men by shooting 
them with a revolver. 


Tuisila is one of the highest chiefs 


In Atua, and some six "years ago delib- 
erately shot his own brother while be 
was engaged in putting a child to sleep. 
Ever since then <he has 'had to go about 
with an armed body-guard, sometimes 
a large number—never less-than six. 
His -brother's people had sworn ven- 
geance, but never exacted it 


Lately at Aleipata, in Atua, a taalolo, 


or feast, wa**elng-h.eld, and some tri- 
vial matter, caused a dispute among 
some of the young bloods. Tuisila was 
not at the taalolo. but in -his own vil- 
lage, close by. When the matter was 
told Mm, ihe got up, walked to where 
all were assembled, and deliberately 
went up and struck a man in the face. 
The* assailed tnrned~to run, knowing 
Tuisila's reputation, but Tuisila drew 
hip revolver, and shot the/man, and al- 
so another close by. Both fell dead. 


Then a chief of equal rank called out 


to,kill TuMia, and he was Immediately 
set upon with knives and axes. He 
was wounded on the head and stomach, 
ibut not before he had shot a third man. 
His assailants left <him on the ground, 
thinking he was dead, but his friends, 
in removing him, found he was alive, 
and brought him to Apia to die Ger- 
man warship Cormoran, for medical 
attendance. .The doctor could do noth- 
ing, and the dying chief was taken 
home again to Aleipata, where he died 
last Monday. 


His death will be a great relief to 


the whole district" The families who 
•had the men Mlled by the chief talked 
at first ^>f getting help from, the Malle- 
toa district of ftalealili, and starting 
fighting again, but the death of Tuisila 
enabled .wise counsels to prevail, and 
no fighting took place. 


ERROR POINTED OUT. 


A Specialist Gives Uis Views on 


an Alleged Epidemic 


In an interview with Or. Sloggett 


respecting an evening paper article on 
sore eyes, which represented salt water 
sprinkled street dust as a source of in- 
jury, Dr. Sloggett states that he has 
not attended Mr. John Andrade for 
.sore eyes, nor has that gentleman con- 
sulted him at a»y time, and the Doctor 
seemed at a loss, to understand bow his 
name should have been used in this 
connection. 
'Moreover, Dr. Sloggett 
considers 
that the salt-water used on the streets 
Is not to blame for the epidemic of sore 
eyes (If such exists). On the contrary, 
salt water is largely used for street- 
watering purposes in the coast cities of 
the Jfediterannean, at Brighton, the 
large watering-place on the south coast 
of England, and very largely in San 
Francisco and Oakland, and with great 
iistactton to ell concerned, as it tends 
to pack Ute dust Nor, says the Doc- 
tor, has he ever heard of any objection 
on. the ground of unit-water sprinkling 
as a factor In producing sore eyes, hav- 
ing been advanced in any place where 
itiansed. 
Surety the people Uving along the 
watartront mt W*5Wki, and elsewhere, 
should be more liable to sore eyes 
than others If the salt wss Injurious. 
This, Dr. Sloggett thinks, is not the 
case.

A' STRANGE FRUIT 


Body of a Jap Found Hang 


ing on a Guava Bush. 


Committed Suicide Because of His 


Illnesss- Had to Splice 


Timber. 


(Hilo Herald, Ihnrsday, Nov. 9.) 
A Japanese laborer was found hang- 


ing by the neck to a guava bush on 
the Puna road about one mile from the 
Volcano road last Monday morning. 
Sheriff Andrews was notified and pro- 
ceeded to the spot for the purpose of 
making an investigation the result of 
which convinced the coroner's jury 
that it was clearly a case*of suicide 
and a deliberate one at that. 


It appears from the testimony that 


the man had been ill forborne time and 
unable to work. His boarding master 
advised him to secure medical at- 
tendance and while assuring him food 
and place to sleep would not oecome re- 
sponsible for his bill for medical at- 
tendance. The deceased left the hotel 
on Sunday presumably to visit Hilo, 
and before leaving told the boarding 
master he had $LG0 and tendered it to 
him as part payment of his account. 
This was refused, the master telling 
him he would need it 


The next seen of the man was as 
stated, hanging from the guava bush. 
From the appearances deceased had 
made careful preparations for his tak- 
ing off. Near the spot was a clearing 
on which some guava trees and stumps 
were laying. He selected one to his 
purpose, drew it across the road and 
lashed it to another tree with a por- 
tion of the scarf he wore around his 
waist. The trunk of this tree he used 
to stand upon while fixing the noose 
around his neck, after which he is sup- 
posed to have jumped off. 


When found the man had been dead 


for several hours. He was searched 
by the sheriff on arrival and a purse 
containing $1.65 was found on his per- 
son.

The above resolution carried unani- 


mously by the Anglican Church Synod 
at its session last evening and touch-i 
ing the transfer uf the Jurisdiction of 
the Anglican Church in Hawaii to the 
Episcopal Qhurch in America. It had 
been submitted by Bishop Willis to 
Bishop Potter on the 1st instant,and 
was approved by ihe visitor. 


The protest lodge! by the Church De- 


fense and Extension Association and 
published in tall /m the Advertiser of 
the 1st instant, was considered last 
evening, and on motion was laid upon 
the table.'

Bishop- Willis' address was delivered 
at 7:30 In the evening. It dwelt, in 
part, with, affairs if the Diocese and 
mad the following on the principal 
question: 


And now to turn your attention to 
the important matter demanding our 
oonaideration* the question 'that needs 
to be answered is rhis: Is there any 
action that this Synod ought to take in 
•onsefuence of the annexation of ~ the 
Hawaiian Islands to the United States 
ef America, and, if 30, what should that 
action be? But before we can proceed 
to determine-the course to be pursued, 
we ought first clearly to •ascertain how 
the political change affects us -as A 
Gktreh. If we know 'dearly where we 
stand, it wfll not be a difficult matter 
to determine how we ought to act 
Tke Anglican Church in Hawaii 
cUads today in a position which, as 
far as I know, is without precedent in 
modern times. I. ant aware that onr 
position Ja supposed to be parallel to 
that of the Church in the American 
•olonies at the date of the Declaration 
•f Independence; but that is not tbe 
c**e< Tbe refusal of the Crown of 
Gnat Britain to sanction the consecra- 
ttom of bishops tor the colonies bad left 
tbe Church in America, widespread 
thoagh it was, without orgMiimtien, 
tike clergy who ministered in their 
dracoes being under the nominal. 
jurisdiction ot successive Bishops of 
London* not one of whom ever creese* 
tfce Atlantic to bold a confirmation, or 
ever deputed any other bishop to act on 
their behalf. It was not until the 
American colonies- bad separated them- 
selves from tbe mother country that 
they obtained tbe Episcopate, and wittt 
it Diocesan organttatton. which there- 
fore dates from the commencement of 
the1 national history x>f the republic. 
Very different is tne position of tbe 
Church in the Hawaiian Islands, la- 
stead of the work of Church organisa- 
tion having to be commenced at tbe 
date of tbe Islands coming under the 
Government of the United States, tbe 
American Church finds here a Church 
In full comaiunlon with their own. fol- 
ly argaMked with tne threafbid minis- 
try, •nrt.frtvtag % birtorjt of thirty- 
seven years. It is <h» to Ue fostering

Church has for a long time maintained 
an organized Church in Liberia under 
Bishop Ferguson, and the question 
would then arise; which I do not at" 
tempt to answer, whether the work of 
the American Church in that part of 
West Africa should be interrupted in 
consequence. 


In our own case, If we are of opinion 


that this Diocese should now become a 
diocese, or missionary jurisdiction of 
tbe American Church It Is well to be 
sure that we stand on sVdid ground in 
•holding that opinion. On what basis 
does such an opinion rest.' It is well 
to ask that question because some seem 
to think .that the annexation of the-Ial- 
ands by the Government at Washing- 
ton has already brought these Islands 
under the jurisdiction of the Church in 
the United States. To holu this would 
be to regard the Klngdom'of Christ to 
be subordinate to earthly kingdoms and 
dependent on-moves -made by players 
on earth's political' chessboard: No; 
directly the annexation of the Islands 
does not affect our position in tne least 
But it does so indirectly. It brings us 
into a new relatloc to the American 
branch of the Anglican communion; 
and whilst on the side of the Church, 
fit the United States a responsibility 'is 
felt for supplying the* spiritual needs 
of this new possession of their country, 
which, when the position is fully un- 
derstood, will, J. doubt not, issue in full 
provision being made for maintaining 
In its integrity the Church ' already 
planted here; on our side we should 
fail in our duty were we not to take 
such steps as are in our power to bring 
this Diocese into union with the Church 
in the United States. 


By proceeding in this direction we 
shall be acting on the recommendation 
of the first Lambeth Conference in 
1867, 
"That all those dioceses which 
are not'as yet gathered Into provinces 
should as soon as possible form part 
Of some provincial organization." So 
important was this recommendation 
felt to be that at the Conference of 
1878 
this recommendation was again 


repeated in the following words: "In- 
asmuch as the sufficient and effective 
organization of-the several parts of the 
Church tends to promote the unity of 
the whole, your committee would, with 
this view, repeat tne recommendation 
in the fifth report of the first Lambeth 
Conference^ that those dioceses which 
still remain'isolated should; as'circum- 
stances may allow, associate them- 
selves with a province, or provinces, in 
accordance with the ancient laws and 
usages of the Catholic Church." 


Hitherto, however, it has not been 


possible for us to act upon this recom- 
mendation, there being no province 
within practicable reach into which we 
could be admitted. The time has now 
come when, If the Church in the United 
.States is willing to receive tnis Diocese 
into its organization, it should no lon- 
ger remain in the Isolation-which has 
been a cause of weakness in the past, 
but by becoming a diocese of the 
American branch of the Anglican com- 
munion und the strength that springs 
from union. 
_ i - 


Now, if wje were an endowed^ or self- 
supporting. Diocese thepe would be, 
nothing to hindVthe BTsnopp with ihe 
consent of the Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, from making application for ad- 
mission into the organization of the 
Church in the United States according 
to the provisions of the Lambeth Con- 
ference; but our position being that of 
a missionary Diocese ^dependent on ex- 
ternal support, we require to know be- 
forehand] whether the Church in the 
United States is prepared 10 assume 
the. present liabilities of the .Church of 
England for the maintenance of a 
bishop and clergy in these Islands; oth- 
erwise an application for union with 
that branch of the Church will have the 
appearance of an application for finan- 
cial support. 


I may say here that for oyer ten 


years I have loosed forward to tbe 
event that finally took place on Au- 
gust 12,1898, and in so looking forward 
I have daring this period taken it for 
granted that whenever the Islands 
should become American territory the 
Church in the United States would take 
steps to relieve the Church of England 
of all financial responsibility for the 
support of the Church, In these Islands 
s!t a given date, -so that at that date 
without any break In the continuity of 
its history, this Diocese with its Bishop 
and clergy would be received into tbe 
organization of the Church in 
United States. 
Unfortunately, 


General Convention ot tbe Church in 
America does not appear to have been 
clearly informed * that tbe 
Chnrcfa was duly organised in Hawaii, 
anU was not a new field like Ccba and 
the Philippines, and so this simple 
mode of procedure has not yet been 
followed. This, however, does not bin- 
der us from expressing by resolution 
our willingness and desire, with tbe 
consent of tbe Archbishop of Canter- 
bury, to come into tbe organization of 
tbe Church In toe United States, if that 
Church invites us to do so, and* offers 
to continue tbe support we now re- 
ceive from the Chtirch of England. 
. And we can do more than this. It is 
important to observe that tbe transfer 
of spiritual Jurisdiction from the Arch- 
bishop of Canterbury to the Presiding 
Bishop of tbe Church tn the United 
States will not affect all that is re- 
quired. Neither the present Bishop of 
Honolulu, nor any other Bishop, to 
whose charge the Hawaiian Islands 
might be committed, would have any 
authority by virtue of socb transfer- 
ence to'-use tbe American Prayerbook, 
or author!** fta general nse tn tbe 
chnrchM DOW belonging to the Angli- 
can Church in Hawaii.

On 
this point there can be no question. 
Much of the property we possess was. 
conveyed to the trustees, and the erec- 
tion of a dignified cathedral was taken 
in hand in the full belief and assurance 
that the foundation bad been laid of a 
.seat of the Anglican Episcopate In the 
Pacific ocean to be maintained all 
down the ages. Our debt to those, by 
whom the lands we possess have been 
given, and by whose money the cathe- 
dral and other churches have been 
built, makes it plainly our duty that, 
whilst we express our willingness to 
take such action as may, be needed to 
enable the American Prayerbook tp be 
used in onr churches, we at the same 
time ask for an assurance that the See 
of Honolulu will bo maintained in its 
Integrity. 
_ 
' For myself, I am persuaded that 
only the" want of proper information 
regarding the state of the Church in 
the Islands has caused any question to 
raised with regard to tne continu- 


ance of the Bishopric under the juris- 
diction of the American Church. The 
Bishop of New York Is reported to 
have said in San Francisco that pos- 
sibly the Islands might come into the 
Diocese of California. Of course it by 
no means follows that he ever said this. 
But if Bishop Potter held that opinion: 
before he had visited Honolulu be was 
of a different opinion after learning 
the conditions on the spot The Bishop 
came here officially, as representative 
of the Committee on the Increased Re- 
sponsibilities of the Church appointed 
by the General Convention in 1898, to 
communicate to :ne in person the ac- 
tion of the convention in making that 
appointment I had thus the opportu- 
nity before meeting you in Synod of 
submitting to him a memorandum em- 
bodying the views 1 have expressed to 
you, which I purpose to 4ay before you 
for adoption as a resolution. It had 
the Bishop's careful consideration, and 
after suggesting an amendment in 
phraseology he gave it his full approv- 
al. Having this cordial approval, we 
can now proceed with confidence in the 
direction I have indicated. The memo- 
randum to be 'laid before you first 'of 
all expresses our substantial agree- 
ment with the position taken by the 
Committee on Increased Responsibili- 
ties, that the Church In Hawaii should 
ultimately come under the jurisdiction 
of the Church in the United States; 
and then goes on to state our readiness 
to take the necessary steps for bring- 
ing the Church into union with the 
Church in the United States whenever 
we receive an invitation1 so to do, the 
invitation being accompanied with an 
assurance that this seat of the Episco- 
pate will be maintained in its integrity, 
and that the Church in the .United 
States purposes to continue the contri- 
bution now' received from England for 
thd support of a Bishop -and clergy, .un- 
til 'the Diocese becomes- self-support- 
ing. 
' ' 
I trust that a resolution to this effect 


may be unanimously adopted. If the 
lines which It suggests are followed, 
there will be no break in the continui- 
ty of the life of this Diocese of the An- 
glican Church as rt passes out of Its 
present isolation is a Missionary Dio- 
cese of the Church, if England Into the 
organization of the Church in the 
United States.

In August, 1896. Jos. B. Atherton was 


elected president .and acted in that ca- 
pacity until 1898, when Thos. Rain 
Walker was elected to the chair with 
William F. Allen as vice president, and 
James G. Spencer as secretary • and 
treasurer. The present committee of 
arbitration is W. F. Allen, F. A. Schae- 
ier, C. M. Cooke, J. F. Hackfeld and 
H B. Waity, and the membership has 
increased to forty. Since incorporation 
of "the chamber the commercial welfare 
of the port of Honolulu has been its 


- especial care, and no effort, to ward its 


advancement has been spared. 
The Honolulu Chamber of Commerce 


has for several years been recognized 
abroad as well as here in Hawaii as a. 
business organization entirely repre- 
sentative of the country. The local 
Government has esteemed its advice; it 
has had extensive correspondence con- 
stantly with the Boards of Trade of cit- 
ies and States on the Mainland, with 
Departments at Washington, with shliH 
ning and other transportation factors, 
and with the Philadelphia Commercial 
Museum. 
From time to time the 
Chamber of Commerce haavput forth 
publications that have been widely 
distributed. It has supplied the means 
for replying to inquiries from all parts 
of the world. It has often settled dif- 
ferences between iocal business con- 
cerns. It has spent large sums of 
money to promote proper Immigration. 
It has ever been.eager and effective in 
the. work -of improving the harbor fa- 
cilities, and has at times turned to the 
adjustment of freight ; rates. 
The last notable achievement of the 


Chamber of Commsrce is characteristic 
of its conductvand policy. It furnished 
several thousand dollars for the placing 
of an exhibit at the Omaha Greater 
America Exposition. This venture was 
a thorough exploitation of the resources 
and the educational system of the 
Islands— Hawaii a-s it is placed be- 
fore several hundred thousand people. 


Now the Chamber has named a citi- 
zen—William O. Smith— to represent it 
at Washington during the approaching 
session of the Congress of the United 
States. In speaking for the body Mr. 
Smith will respond by authority for 
the business men of Honolulti and of 
the whole Islands practically.

Opium in Possession. 


The Supreme Court has made a new 


interpretation on the law defining the 
offense of having opium in possession. 
There are many prosecutions under 
this statute. It is held -by the court of 
last resort, in -affirming the opinion of 
ihe Circuit Court for this Island, that 
"If a person has control of opium and 
can take it into actual possession at 
his pleasure, then this is having opium 
in possession within the meaning of 
the law."

The Slan 
headed directly into the wind toward 
the northeast in order.; to avoid the 
rocks and reefs ito-etching a hundred 
miles or more north of .Luzon. The 
storm Increased in severity throughou 
the night and Sunday we realized thai 
we /were once more in a typhoon, so 
much dreaded in the China Sea, Sep- 
tember and October being the wors 
months of the year for them. Sunday 
October 1, the seas became higher and 
during tne afternoon continually swep 
over the decks, currying everythlni 
movable overboard and damaging al 
the grain and hay exposed. Down in 
the stables the .animals were drenched 
and the stalls flooded so that they were 
unable to stand upon tbjjir feet 
men who accompaniedjh the: animals 
cowboys mostly, stood at their .posts 
raising the animals to ^thelr feet, re- 
pairing the stalls and stanchions, and 
roping the hatchways so that non< 
would plunge down to the lower decks 
ropes were tied about the men to pre 
vent their being washed overboard 
whistle signals came from every par 
of the ship for assistance in raising 
animals. Upon Ihe lower .decks o 
"holds," as they were termed, the 
damage to the animals was frightful 
every roll of the ship threw the animal 
Into heaps, from which they extricated 
themselves bleeding and torn, the flesh 
being lacerated from head to foot Sud 
denly the vesselVould give a series o 
terrific lurches and . mules, would 
plunge from one side of the ship to th 
other, crashing Umbers and Impaling 
themselves upon the sharp points 
blood flowed thickly upon the decks 
and many of the men wars severely in 
jured. Often one of them would be 
caught in the midst Of a heap o 
struggling mules, and were brought ou 
in a crippled condition.

The;.news of our disaster spread rapid- 
ly throughout the city and the utmost 
regret was expressed. With Captain 
O'Neil, I called upon the adjutant gen- 
eral of the Eighth Army Corps, and he 
showed great distress upon hearing the 
sorrowful report He said: "You don't 
know how much we have counted on 
those animals." 


General Otis received the news in si- 
lence. Then he stated: 
"Why, we 


have kept back army operations for the 
last .week waiting .upon those mules; 
we need them, and hundreds more." 
But when he heard Captain O'Nell's re- 
port of the terrible struggle even for 
our own lives, he said: . "I uon't blame 
you at all; nothing on earin could have 
saved them. You did your duty." 
And so happened the first great dis- 
aster in the transport service, and It 
was an appalling one. Even had the 
stables been made as strong as human 
Ingenuity could have built them, the 
animate could not have been saved. The 
captain of the vessel and the. two 
mfctes, seamen of over thirty years ex- 
perience each, say they never had such 
a storm and they never want to wit- 
ness another. They state that we, were 
going toward the e&fter of the typhoon 
throughout the storm, which accounts 
for the barometer falling so low. . .r 
As we entered the harbor, we heard 


firing over at Cavite, which Dewey cap1 
tured last year. The rebels are again 
there, and for two weeks dally skir- 
mishes have been taking place around 
there and at Imus. The artillery fire 
can be plainly heard in Manila, and at 
night fires can be seen biasing in ev- 
ery direction about Cavite. Only day 
before yesterday, October 9, I drove 
out to Loma Church, which is within 
the city limits, and ihe Twenty-fifth 
Infantry were Just deploying around 
the church Into the field and trenches 
there. Their outposts had been sud- 
denly and viciously attackeo by the in- 
surgents and sharp firing from both 
sides was kept up for an hour, tbe in- 
surgents finally being dislodged by the 
artillery fire of Battery B, Fifth Artll' 
lery. Finding that headquarters of the 
Twenty-fifth Infantry were out be- 
yond Tondo, near the famous water-; 
works andvCalooc«J, where our troops 
fought so bravely last March and AprlL 
I drove rapidly over there, taking not 
an hour to make the circuit Here I 
was halted by the Ninteenth Infantry, 
which was stretched across the road. 
1 went out to the trenches where the 
boys were lying, down, and, peeping 
over across tbe clewing toward the 
heavy clumps of trees beyond. These 
trenches had also been attacked earlier 
in the day and t*o men wounded. 
IxKJklng over the trenches I could *ee 
our scouts ulcrvrly making their way 
through the grass.

London in May, 1871, at the time when

tional Government of France and the 
Commune, directly, after the Francor 
German "War, when. Paris was barri- 
caded and was unaer the .fire 
tional gnnsr-I had an Intense desire to 
visit that city—if I could do so safely. 
It was believed ?n London that the 
National troops wjuld. not be"a.ble to 
enter the city f or .soihe.weeks,; and un> 
' tfl they did, life in tiie city itself w^» 


in no danger excepting o*-the Ver- 
sailles aide of it, where"; the fighting

On the 10th. of May, .1871, W; a 


Dreyer, of the firm of Bowles -Brothers 
ft Co., American bankers in Paris and 
.London, told me that;he should leave 


) on the evening train' for, Paris, and in 


order to pass without arrest through 
the military lines which the Commune 
had established around Paris,• had se- 
cured from the American Minister in 
London the office 
of-: ^bearer of disf 


patches, to Minister• Washbnrn, in 
-Paris, At his suggestion I called on 
the. American Minister at once, and he 
made me also a bearer.of dispatches to 
Mr. Washburn. ,'A^e, the joint bearers, 
left by the evenins train for Paris; vfa 
Calais, and reached the railway station 
in Pwis early-Jh^tte^inorniag^^Tlie' 
northern part of France was. still .occu- 
pied by sections of ihe German ^.amy 
in order to keep, the peace and;'until 
.the National •'.Government had taken 
possession of the city..

A company of Communists, without 


uniforms, occupied the railway station, 
•and the officer in command, after care- 
fully examining our papers, pe'rmitted 
us to enter.

through the streets. The stores;;were 
closed. The quiet of a New England 
Sunday prevailed. As we approached

'read them with difficulty, and did not 
appear to understand them. Dreyer 
told Mm that we were Americans on 
our way with dispatches to .the Ameri- 
can Minister, 
He 
replied: 
"The 


American Minister is our friend. Go 
on, gentlemen.": On reaching the Ho- 
tel Chatham, I engaged iny room and 
found myself about the only'guest in 
the house.Dwyer left with the dispatch- 
es" and, also left word at the rooms of 
Edward King that I had arrived. King 
was the correspondent of the Boston 
Journal, and had been a correspondent 
In the^CarliBt revpiutipnln Spain, in. 
the war In Bulgaria, and in the Franco- 
German war. He remained" in Paris 
during the siege, and. kept to his post 
during the Commune '. trouble. 
He 


spoke the French languag§~ with ease, 
and his large figure, blond face and 
tactful manner enabled, him to move 
among-the Communist troops on duty. 
I had known him for some years; We 
strolled (along the Boulevard des Ita- 
liens and settled down In the Cafe de 
la Paix for -breakfast Every store 
was closed. The streets were deserted. 
We alone occupied the large room of 
the cafe. But the street-sweepers were 
at work as usual, as if thej Empire was 
at peace. . The waiter brought to us 
'coffee and remarked,• f^We. are doing 
no business now.? In a few moments 
a regiment of Communists, .covered 
with mud and dirt, marched by. They 
had served in the front and were re- 
tiring for a rest We then proceeded to 


intendent 
During the evening we 
strolled around ameng the theaters. 
The Lyrlque and the Opera Comique 
were filled. The-Gaietle, the Gymnase, 
the Theatre Fraucais were also open 
and occupied by many people. Before 
some cafes men and women sat tran- 
quilly on the sidewalk sipping coffee or 
sugar- water. "There was no suggestion 
of disturbance. •'„.

The next day We visited the Hotel de 


Vilie. A tijitj4r&4 tannon protected it 
Climbing over the barricades, we. final- 
ly reached the .celebrated ballroom, 
which was lighted, when used, by 
20,000 candles. The floor was covered 
with straw and troops were sleeping 
upon it. We reached the office of the 
Minister of Education: King intro- 
duced me as an "American educator." 
The Minister arose and made a speech 
about the new education of France. He 
said that he was laying new founda- 
tions for a grand system, and he 
raised his hands aloft as he becdme 
eloquent The windows were open and 
I could hear the thunder of the guns 
on Mont Valerlen. We then left the 
hotel, A few days afterwards this 
magnificent structure was burnjt to the 
ground by order of the Commune. The 
Ministekv of Education wad captured 
and shot within three weeks. 


Several days had passed, and as we 


went to lunch we saw workmen at the 
base of the; magnificent column with 
the statue of Napoleon crowning It, in 
the Place Vendorae, We were told that 
an order had been given to destroy It. 
A crowd stood near by watching the 
sawing of the column, just above the 
pedestal. On the 16th of May it fell 
upon a -vast bed of faggots and sand. 
[Note— Ten' years . afterwards,, with 
King'Kaiakaua, I rode through Paris. 
AS we passed through the . Rue de la 
Paix the; FrehcS gentleman who. at- 
tended His Majestv pointed to the spot 
where the column had stood and said: 
"The column of Napoleon stood there. 
The miserable Commune destroyed it." 
I replied:- "I saw the workmen sawing 
It off." . «Bnt/' "tie said; with surprise, 
"you come irom Lhe Sandwich Islands, 
the other side of '.he world. Do your 
people ever comev to Paris?"] For a 
week longer fresh troops went through 
the streets to 'the front or .returned 
with their wounded for rest Erery 
day was crowded with strange Inci- 
dents.

The London Times' correspondent of 
May 30, 1871, said: "Yesterday about 
1 o'clock General Galifet (the present 
Minister of War) appeared at the head 
of a column of 6,000 prisoners. TJpon 
their • haggard countenances r and. in 
their downcast eyes there was no ray 
of hope to be seen. .They dragged. list- 
lessly along towards Versailles as If it 
was not worth ' the trouble to walk 
there to be shot General Gallifet halt- 
ed them just beyond the Arc de Tri- 
omphe, selected eighty-two and had 
them shot" 


I returned to Paris as soon as peace 


was restored. The marks of-the shells 
and the bullets were everywhere. But 
the bloodstains had been removed and 
the city was tranquil. Twenty-five 
thousand men, women .and children 
had been killed; thirteen thousand 
were condemned for life; seventy thou- 
sand women and children and old men 
were left without protectors or support
